Tue national office of N.O.D.L.., 
established by the Episcopal Com- 
mittee at 33 East Congress Parkway, 
Chicago 5, Illinois, has been in opera- 
tion as an information and service 
center for a year and a half. 

The N.O.D.L. movement began with 
the late Archbishop Noll’s conviction 
that the problem of indecent litera- 
ture for youth, which had a recru- 
descence about twenty years ago, was 
too serious to be ignored and that it 
would become progressively worse 
unless vigorous steps were taken 
to counteract it. The result was 
N.O.D.L,.which the Catholic Bishops 
of the United States established in 
1938. 

The Bishops had in mind a pro- 
gram designed: 1) to remove objec- 
Nonable comi¢ books, magazines, and 
pocket-size books from places of dis- 
Imbution accessible to youth; 2) to 
prourage the publishing of good

One effective way of keeping impressionable teen-agers from reading bad books 
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make good books available to them. This is not difficult because never before have 
so many really excellent books been published in such inexpensive editions, 


In the October issue of Harper’s magazine, editor-in-chief John Fischer 
referred to the National Organization for Decent Literature as “a little band 
of Catholics” conducting a “shocking attack” on their fellow citizens “as flag- 
rant as anything the Communist party ever attempted.” 

He said “its main purpose is to make it impossible for anybody to buy 
books and other publications which it does not like.” He said “its chief method 
is to put pressure on news dealers, drug stores and booksellers to force them 
to remove from their stocks every item on the N.O.D.L, blacklist.” 

How far Mr. Fischer is from a clear understanding of the National Or- 
ganization for Decent Literature will be made plain from a careful reading of 
the accompanying article by the Very Rev.. Msgr. Thomas J, Fitzgerald of 
Chicago, director of N.O.D.L. The article was written for Our SUNDAY VISITOR 
before Mr. Fischer’s article appeared and was scheduled for October publica- 
tion. It, therefore, is simply an exposition of facts about N.O.D.L, and its work 
for decency and not an answer to the slurring article in Harper's, 


gy, just as it has attracted widest 
public attention. Through monthly 
lists, available at a nominal charge, 
it makes known to interested and re- 
sponsible individuals and organiza- 
tions the current publications which 
have been found objectionable for 
“youth under the N.O.D.L. Code. _ 

At the same time, however, it 
has been working positively, and la- 
ter this fall will have ready for pub- 
lication an extensive list of pocket- 


size books that teen-agers can read 
with pleasure and profit. 

The list—which includes history, 
drama, fiction, poetry, sports, science, 
and other categories—was compiled 
with the co-operation of high school 
and college English teachers, librari- 
“ans, and other qualified persons. It 
is hoped that the list will be not only 
a guide to good reading for young 
people, but also an encouragement 
to the publishers of good books. 


Onze of the questions asked 
most frequently at the N.O.D.L. of- 
fice is: “Are comic books, magazines, 
and pocket-size books getting better 
or worse?” 


Of course, no over-all statement 
is possible. Nevertheless, certain de- 
velopments may be noted. 


For example, the resignation of 
Judge Charles F. Murphy, adminis- 
trator of the Comics Code Authority 
disturbed many persons who had 
watched with satisfaction the disap- 
pearance of many of the undesirable 
elements prevalent in comic books 
when he began his work two years 
ago. When N.O.D.L. expressed its ap- 
prehension as to the future, Mr. John 
Goldwater, president of the Comics 
Magazine Association of America, 
gave assurances that the policies 
which Judge Murphy had instituted 
would remain unchanged. 

In any event, because of advance 
reviewing of winter publications, 
Judge Murphy’s work will continue 
to be effective until after the first 
of the year. (Continued on page 14)

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Editors’ Views on Current Events 
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A Testimony to 
Archbishop O’Hara 


Axvyoxz who attended the Tenth 
National Congress of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine in Buffalo, Sept. 26-30 
could not help feel the pervading presence 
of two great apostles of the catechism. It 
was Saint Pius X who revived the Confra- 
ternity of Christian Doctrine in modern 
times, with his encyclical letter Acerbo ni- 
mis in 1905 and it was the late Archbishop 
Edwin V. O’Hara of Kansas City who gave 
the CCD inspired leadership in the United 
States as its Episcopa] chairman from 1934 
until his death this August. 

Perhaps the greatest testimony to the 
late and beloved Archbishop’s zeal for the 
catecheticai apostolate lives on in the Lay 
Committee of the CCD National Center, a 
direct development of the Ninth National 
Congress held in 1951 in Chicago. 

Today there are sixteen archdioceses 
and sixty-four dioceses represented on the 
Lay Committee, which is composed of forty- 
two men and fifty-two women delegates. 
During the Buffalo Congress, thirty-five 
members of the Lay Committee took an 
active part in general sessions, three gave 
classroom demonstrations, ten were mstruc- 
tors in Lay Training courses, ten participat- 
ed in general sessions, and nine were active 
in workgroups. The active leadership of 
these dedicated lay men and women durin 
the Buffalo Congress made a deep impres- 
sion on all those who attended the Congress 
and was a heartening sign of the awaken- 
ing of the laity to their responsibilities in

The death of Archbishop O’Hara meant

a great personal loss to the members of 
his Lay Committee. Indeed, the Archbishop 


took a deep interest in each of his com- 
mittee. members. His group held three-day 
meetings after Easter in 1952, 1953, 1954 
and 1955 at the Gethsemane Retreat House 
in Kansas City, as a work group, to become 
indoctrinated with the Confraternity . pro- 
gram. The fruits of this intensive work on 
the part of the Archbishop were born at 
the Buffalo Congress. 

In his last address, written just before 
he died in Milan, Italy, for delivery at the 
dinner for the Lay Committee last week, 
Archbishop O’Hara developed the two-fold 
function of the lay committee. Because of 
his great love for the liturgy of the Church 
and his great devotion to St. Pius X, Arch- 
bishop O’Hara urged his Confraternity 
workers to attain a genuine understanding 
of the spirit of the liturgy, especially of 
the Mass. He asked them to become com- 
petent leaders in encouraging the laity to 
participate in dialogue and community 
Masses. 

A second point stressed in the arch- 
bishop's final message to his Lay Commit- 
tee—which Bishop Matthew Brady read 
to the Lay Committee—was the need for 
catechists to understand their Christian vo-

Native Clergy. Needed 


W uen we report, regretfully, that 
Catholics in Cuba often are Catholics in 
name only, we are asked, “How come? 
What happened in this country of Catholic 
origins?” 

When you wonder, you aren't alone. 
I've heard good Cuban Catholics ask the 
same question. 

Of course, there are many reasons, but 
I think I know one that is of great im- 
ey memes portance, one that might 
| also explain why the same 
= laxity exists through 
- much of Latin America. 
© First of all, it was a 
|? difference in the way in 
* which the Latin American 


= countries were settled. In 
. North America, the people 
who came to the new 
country were people es- 
caping from Europe. They 
wanted to sever old ties, 
they wanted to get away. 
So they founded a new 
nation. 

The settlers from 
Spain weren't trying to 
escape from Spain. They came to the new 
world. some to seek fortunes, some to live, 
but instead of wanting to sever the old ties, 
they wanted to keep them strong. 


In North America, the settlers became 
Americans. In the Latin American coun- 
tries, they were Spaniards living in the 
new world. 

But that wasn’t a situation that could 
continue. As new generations were born, 
the ties to Spain became less strong. While 
the wealthiest families might return to 
Spain for visits or send their children there 
for education, most of the people could not 
do this and so they became less and less 
Spaniards, more and more Cubans or Mexi- 
cans or nationals of whatever country they 
called their homeland. 

This led inevitably to a demand for 
freedom from the old country. It came later 
in Cuba than anywhere else. Cuba has 
been an independent country for less than 
60 years. 

With independence came a reaction 
against everything Spanish. Unfortunately, 
almost everywhere the clergy was predomi- 
nately Spanish. Many of these priests 
were saintly and holy priests, but they 
were Spaniards and even Catholics who 
held strong to their faith were likely to be 
unhappy about this. It wasn’t even that 
these priests necessarily favored the Span- 
ish, although that would be a natural 
thing, but just that they were Spanish. 

The men were, of course, the rebels. 
They were the ones who led in the battle 
everywhere for freedom from Spain. The 
women, less concerned with politics usually, 
were less affected by the problems of revolt 
and so their anti-clericalism was not as 
great. 

The unfortunate thing is that there was 
not a strong native clergy. As a Cuban 
people developed, it was unfortunate that 
a strong Cuban clergy didn’t develop, too. 
But it didn’t and even today there are only 
about 100 priests in the whole of Cuba who 
are native Cubans. The others are, for the

Next to St. Augustine the 
most famous saint of Canter- 
bury was Thomas Becket.

MORE JUVENILES 


A HIGH school editor writes in 
with this question; Do you think there 
is more juvenile delinquency now than 25 
years ago? Seems she’s been asked to do an 
editorial on the point. Says she has a lot of 
statistics but wanted to know if I had any 
side observations free of statistics. 

Well, yes I have at that. Without 
using statistics, I certainly believe that 
there is more juvenile delinquency today 
than there was 25 years ago. But—still 
without using statistics—I think it is also 
true that there are more juveniles than 
there were 25 years ago. To me, this is one 
of the salient reasons for the increase of 
juvenile delinquency. Other causes will 
follow. from this but it stands to reason 
that with more people you'll always have 
a corresponding increase in trouble. 

Then this is also true. Our police de- 
partments, city, state and national are more 
efficient. Their records are better kept and 
they are adept at tracking down crime. 
This alone makes for more publicity where 
juvenile delinquency is. concerned, 

Certainly all of this is not to say that 
a high juvenile delinquency rate is simply 
the normal thing—but some increase can 
be expected and is inevitable. 

Which all adds up to this: perhaps 
our youth are not quite as bad as they are 
made out to be,

The Perfect Game 


Don LARSEN throws a no-hitter. A perfect 
game. Only 27 men faced him. As a guy who was not 
at the World Series, you recall that. as a sports writer 
(of sorts) you had two stories due by 4 p.m. This was 
on Monday, Oct. 8. You were going to skip lunch, 
and make sure the stories were out on time. You 
knew the fifth game of the World Series was going 
on. But first things first. You had a job to do, so 
get the stories done. 

Very easily said. But suddenly, 4 p.m. seemed 
a long way away. So let us go get some lunch, and 
more particularly, let us watch the fifth game of the 
World Series. 

It is the seventh inning, when we arrive. The 
Dodgers go down in order. The Yanks do nothing in 
their half. As a new arrival at the luncheon spot, 
in the seventh, we had asked the usual questions. 
The score? The inning? The answers were given. 
Somebody added: “Larsen is pitching a no-hitter for 
the Yanks.” The Dodgers go down in order in the 
eighth. Again, the Yanks do nothing in their half, 


So, I’m watching a possible no-hitter. As the 
Dodgers come up for the start of the ninth, I ask a 
harmless question of the guys at the next table: 
‘How many men have reached first base through 
bases on balls, or errors?” 

I’m really set down with the answer: 
He’s going for the perfect game.” 

I describe all this because years hence one will 
be asked, “Where were you on the day Don Larsen 
pitched a perfect game?” 

In the restaurant where I am, as the ninth inning 
begins, I’m suddenly plagued with questions. The 
main one is: “Has there ever been a no-hitter be- 
fore in a World Series?” 

I tell the faithful, no, and then I go on to tell 
about a guy named Bill Bevens, who on a Saturday 
afternoon, in 1947, came within one out of accom- 
plishing the same. I also point out that Mr. Bevens 
gave scumpteen walks, and would have been der- 
ricked except that the Yankee manager at that time, 
Bucky Harris, said: “You can’t take out a fellow who 
has a no-hitter going.” When I added: “Remember 
how Cookie Lavagetto hit a double off him to end and

win the game,” everybody suddenly remembered that 


game of nine years ago. 

Being all of a sudden an expert, and the Brooks 
still haven’t come up to bat, I point out that there 
has never been a no-hitter in the World Series, and 
only once before, during the regular season, has there 
ever been a perfect game. (A perfect game for the 
uninitiated means the pitcher only faced three men 
in every inning of a nine inning contest... it means 
that not only nobody reached base on a hit, but nobody 
got there on an error or a base on balls.) I state this 
perfect game was in 1922, and the pitcher was Charley 
Robertson, of the Chicago White Sox. A curious, cur- 
ious nobody sez: “Who were the White Sox playing?” 

I said: “I dunno.” 

You watch Mr. Larsen on the TV camera and 
suffer with him. First there is a fly ball to right field. 
Then a ground-out to second base. Now a fellow 
named Dale Mitchell comes up to pinch-hit for the old 
gladiator, Sal Maglie. Mitchell has a lifetime batting 
average of over .300. He’s nothing for home runs or 
extra bases. He’s a spray hitter. Gets singles, bloop- 
ers to right and left. 

The count is one ball and two strikes. The an- 
nouncer sez: “He’s one strike away from immortal- 
ity.” My lunch has been long forgotten. I’m on my 
feet with the rest of the folks in the restaurant when 
the third strike comes in. Yogi Berra is rushing 
towards Larsen, jumps up in his arms. A _ perfect 
game has taken place in World Series competition.

is an intelligent, conscientious, warmly 
sympathetic person. It appears that she 
was highly successful in her work. 

But there is more to the book than the 
review of one career. That career. spanned 
decades in which many and drastic changes 
came to American education. Mrs. Nathan 
was on the job as they were introduced and 
had a first hand opportunity to see how 
they worked. She comments on them 
severally and on their cumulative effect. 

For example, there is the intelligence 
test so-called. This, for a long time at 
least, was considered a magic key in edu- 
cation. Mrs. Nathan perceived that it was 
indeed useful as a supplementary device, 
but could not be taken as establishing fun- 
damental and sovereign law. She observes 
that it indicates not intelligence so much as 
achievement, can easily be transformed into 
a guessing game, and can seriously impair 
the teacher-pupil relationship. 

She has seen, too, the gradual en- 
croachments and all but total victory of 
the educationists, with their jargon, their 
faddism, their exclusive preoccupation with 
methodology, and concurrently the decline 
of the teacher and the advance of the cult 
of mediocrity. 

Her sharp criticisms are those of a 
person devoted to the public schools and 
to democracy; a person, moreover, of keen 
mind and no self-interest to serve; a per- 
son, finally, who cannot be dismissed as 
ignorant of what goes on in the schools. 

She calls for a greater interest in the 
schools on the part of the public. Education 
should not be completely at the mercy of 
politicians, either those of the educationist 
hierarchy or those of the city or town. The 
people should be both knowledgeable and 
responsible. 

In Village School very little change is 
discernible. The school described is under 
Church of England auspices, is located in a 
village deep in the English countryside, and 
is housed in a very old building. But 
“Miss Read” agrees with Mrs. Nathan that 
children like to learn and feel the need 
of direction and authority. 

“Miss Read’s” book has literature sta- 
ture, as Mrs. Nathan’s does not. Its osten- 
sible subject is a school, but its actual sub- 
ject is human nature. On this, in its 
varieties and vagaries, the author comments 
delightfully. With none of the Mr. Chips 
sort of mawkishness, she introduces real 
pathos, always partnering it with humor 
that has the tartness of a good apple. This 
is a book radiating wisdom as well as 
affording capital entertainment.

In the magazine field, certain pub- 
lishers seem determined to let down 
all the bars. For years many of them 
have ignored even the most rudimen- 
tary standards of good taste. Lately, 
they have gone far beyond matters 
of taste or lack of it and have cynical- 
ly abandoned all ideas of decency. 


One new type of magazine com- 
bines nude pictures—the stock in trade 
of “art” magazines—with editorial 
content which the publishers call 
sophisticated, but which often borders 
on the pornographic. The expose mag- 
azines with their slanders, cheap con- 
fessions, and sleazy romances are still 
operating in a murky atmosphere of 
smirking innuendo; and, of course, 
some of the crime magazines can still 


- serve as textbooks in detailed methods 


of breaking the law. 


The decency pendulum of the 
pocket-size industry has a wide swing. 
Some publishers disseminate little but 
trash, or worse. Others have a scatter- 
ing of objectionable titles on their lists. 
Still others, as N.O.D.L.’s forthcoming 
compilation demonstrates, honestly try 
to maintain consistently high literary 
standards. 


Pocket-size books have become 
big business. In 1955, according to Mr. 
Kurt Enoch, president of the New 
American Library of World Literature, 
Inc., writing in Essential Books: 
“More than 200,000,000 copies of some 
1,200 titles were sold in paperbound 
editions priced at 25c, 35c and 50c, 
with a sprinkling of 75c, titles. These 
books were displayed and purchased 
at some 100,000 outlets throughout 
the country, principally newsstands, 
drugstores and stationery stores.” 


A second question often raised 
is: “Why don’t the courts do something 
about the objectionable books and 
magazines that are flooding the coun- 
try?” 

The courts, as a matter of fact, 
are doing something. Unfortunately, 
what they are doing is of little or no 
help because recent court decisions 
have encouraged rather than discour- 
aged the purveyors of. filth. Mr. A. 
McGregor Goff, solicitor of the Post 
Office Department, has stated that ef- 
forts to ban obscene matter from the 
mails have been seriously hampered 
by the growing tendency of the courts 
to be very liberal in their interpreta- 
tion of what is obscene. 


Another Post Office official, Frank 
N. Jencunas, told the Newport (R.1.) 
Citizens’ Committee on Literature, Inc. 
that the Post Office Department agen- 
cy which handles obscenity investiga- 
tions regrets that juries many times 
fail to return indictments in what the 
department considers open-and-shut 
cases. 


One step in the right direction was 
taken last July when Congress passed 
a law permitting the Postmaster Gen- 
eral to impound for twenty days mail 
suspected of promoting fraud, obsceni- 
ty, or gambling. If a federal judge 


‘ agrees that the confiscated publication 


violates the law, the impounding order 
can remain in effect until the case 
comes to trial. The impounding order 
can be a serious blow to distributors 
who, up to now, have been able to sell 
the questionable publication while le- 


els are beginning to realize the ex- 
tent of the problem, its potentiality as 
a contributing cause of juvenile delin- 
quency, and also the fact that to cope 


with it adequately, existing laws must 
be overhauled, |

Washington, among other states. Ne- 
vada and Rhode Island strengthened 
existing laws, and New York amended 
its 1955 law by adding the words “sa- 
distic and masochistic” to the defini- 
tion of obscenity. 

Furthermore, these laws make a 
point of age. Practically speaking, a 
publication which would be obscene 
for an individual under the age of 
eighteen may not now be sold to him 
in states with modernized laws. The 
constitutionality of the news statutes 
is still to be tested in the courts. 


A third question which N.O.D.L. 
encounters is, “Why are only Catholics 
interested in opposing these books and 
magazines?” 

The answer is that a very great 
many non-Catholics are as vitally in- 
terested and are working with as much 
zeal as the members of any Catholic 
parish or diocesan group. 


One of the most satisfactory de- 
velopments in the fight against inde- 
cent literature is the aroused public 
opinion which is making itself felt at 
the community level. In all sections 
of the country civic groups composed 
of men and women of all creeds are 
co-operating in the crusade to elimin- 
ate books and magazines objectionable 
for youth. 

In Milwaukee a group of Lutheran 
women met with the Decent Literature 
Committee of the Archdiocesan Con- 
fraternity of Christian Mothers to be- 
gin a joint campaign in which the 
United Church Women and the Parent- 
Teachers Council are expected to join. 
Sixteen civic, religious, service, and 
fraternal organizations are represented 
in the Mt. Clemens ( Mich.) Civic Com- 
mittee for Decent Literature. In Rhode 
Island, Michigan, New Jersey, Georgia, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Vermont, Ohio, Cali- 
fornia, Wisconsin, New York, Illinois, 
and Pennsylvania, and in several of 
the Canadian provinces, men and wo- 
men of different religious beliefs have 
combined forces against the common 
enemy. 


The increase in the number of 
such groups invalidates the observa- 
tion, or criticism, that the National 
Organization for Decent Literature is 
an exclusively Catholic movement. Its 
purpose when it was set up in 1938 
with the late Archbishop Noll as di- 
rector was to appeal to all moral forces 
to stem the tide of objectionable liter- 
ature. Changes in the structure and 
operation of N.O.D.L. have been ne- 
cessary because of its growth and be- 
cause the problem it has to meet has 
become more complex, but its essential 
purpose remains the same. 


Coordination of the work is the 
responsibility of the national office 
which, since it was opened, has an- 
swered inquiries from every state in 
the Union, every province in Canada, 
Alaska, Panama, Guam, the Philip- 
pines, France, Belgium, Germany, 
Peru, and Ethiopia. 


: Awonc the letters N.O.D.L. re- 
celives are a fair number asking how 
books and magazines are reviewed. 


N.O.D.L. uses the services of about 
one hundred reviewers, both Catholic 
and non-Catholic, all of whom are col- 
lege graduates. Their evaluations are 
the result of careful deliberation. In 
fairness to authors and publishers, re- 
viewers cannot indulge personal likes 
and dislikes or depend on snap judg- 
ments. They are bound by the im- 


“personal and objective standards of 


the N.O.D.L. Code, which defines ex- 
plicitly the areas of reading that are 
objectionable for youth. No publica- 
tion is listed as objectionable until the 
judgment of the original reader has 
been confirmed by a committee of re- 
viewers. rye

The majority of dealers of mag- 
azines . . . are anxious to please their 
patrons. Almost all of them are un- 
aware of the harmful material con- 
tained in the many booklets and mag- 


azines, since their time of examina- .
